I am pleased to contribute a few lines 
of reminiscences of my life in Hongkong. 
J remember leaving Dover one very dark 
and blowy night toward the end of 1882 
in a small paddle-hoat, which made a vary 
lively crossing. We joincd tho old P. 
& O. steamer Poondh at Brindisi. She 
waa a aquare-rigged vessel, tho Jast vessel 
travelled on, How 
dim the old, ship wes: compared with pre- 
sent-day mail sinamers! 1 look upon the 
clectric light as one of the greatest im- 
provements in the comfort of modern 
travel. What a happy change from the 
ail hunp, which was the only onc available 


in 1882, 

Mr. Jatmes Orange was a fellow pgasen- 
ger. He was coming out to build the 
Pytum Water Works, which he successful+ 
ly accomplished before Jeaving the Gov. 
orninent service. ‘The mail steamer took, 
eight or nine days to come up frém Binga- 
pore, owing to o heavy monsoon and 


various breakdowns in the ongines, and 
there was no ' wirelyss "' in those days, 
ko we found the colony a little anxious 
as fo what had happened. In duc course 
1 reported my army at the old Hong- 
kong Bank, where 1 met my afterwards 
well-beloved friend, Mr, Jackson, or 
rather the great: 7’, ¢. He was then a 
young and ae man, adding daily to 
the reputation he then enjoyed, and w ich 
he slendily added to for the next quarter 
of a contury. The old bank promises in 
Hongkong were vory dark and small and 
dingy when we compare them with the 
present palatial quarters which 1 expect 
the bank 36 now probably outgrowing, 

It in sometimes not realised that the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, in addi- 
tion to being the greatest British com- 
mercial institution east of Suez, has 
for over thirty years, without doubt, ‘the 

roatet political asset for the British 
finpare in China and throughout the Far 
East, and Jong 4 it continue vo in- 
crease nod flourish in that respect. 

One of the things that struck me very 
forcibly on my arrival was the healthy, 
vigorous appvarance of wil the Euro- 
peans. One hud board a goad deal about 
the bad climute of Hongkong; but, at my 
first dance in the City Hall, 1 particular. 
ly noticed this, Ladies were then much 
fower in number thay they aro now, and 
every dancing lady was surrounded bya 
crowd of suppliants for her favour. 6 
stood in queues for dances then, as wo 
stand in queues for butter now, Those 
wore great days for ericket, and matches 
were followed with the soutest interest. 
There was no golf, no polo, no sailing, 
no new territory to go over to, and little 
tennis at that time. Tho cricket ground 
largely absorbed local sporting interest, 
and the standard of play was. good. 

There were a large number.‘of really 

players at that time, ohe of Whom | 
Bunbury, of The Buffs, I met aa aCol 
‘and Provost: Marshal at 8t. Omer,- whilst 
over in France at the end of 1015. Ho 
pelained ne svete recollections of ue 
ongkong days, and we apent o very plea. 
sant cveniog talking over old times. The 
Northamptone, who followed The Buffs, 
were a great cricketing regiment and I 
wan interesicd to meet recently Colonel 
Osborne Smith, who, a8 a young 
tenant, was a very useful bowler. 

It was very interesting during one of 
tmy trips to the Front meeting a number 
‘of officers who had served in Hongkong, 
such as Colone] Edinonds and Colone 
. Lowin and Majer Badham Thornhill. I 
had not the luck to meet either Sir F. 
 Glubb or Sir G. Macdonogh. They wore 
both well-known and cordially liked in 
‘their younger days when members of the 
R.E. ‘Mess. They both have rendered 
' distinguished and conspicuous sorvice in 
,the war. The latier is now Adjutant- 
; General, and since his arrival at the War 
: Office I have met him several times. 

But old China hands in the Navy have 
played even a moro distinguished réle ; 
tad, to quote only Admirals Jellicoe, 
Beatty, Keyes, Jerram and Gaunt, shows 
that we had the very best amongst tho

Politically, Hongkong was very peace 
ful in 1883 and 1884, It was enjoying o 
calm after the turbulent daya of Bir John 


Pope Hennessey, But under Bir William 
Dee Veux and Sir William Robinson, 
there was a great revival of political 
notivity, when the Popular Case was 
vigorously championed by Mr. Whitchead 
and Mr, Francis. 

The Hongkong Telegraph. of those days. 
under Mr. Fraser Smith, was a very out- 
spoken newspaper. Mr. Fraser Smith 

aa naturally not popular, for ho had 
a very cutting and unsparing way of 
stating his views, I remember, in parti- 
cular, that he cordially: hated the Ger- 
mans. 1 rather think he applied — tha 
term Huns to even in those days. 
In any case, he adopted an antagonistic 
muitude towards them, and was, in turn, 
hated by tho strong German intcresis at 
that time existing. 

If he can look down from the other 
world w the present one, he can at 
least claim to having warned us amply 
about German characteristics. In 
connection, it ie only fair to say that the 
older generation of Germans who had 
come out long before the Huns began to 
sing “ Deutschland iiber Alles’ were & 
vory different sort of person to the young 
Prussianised German who 6 led them. 
Tho growth of German influence during 
the time [ was in China was very clear, 
and very interesting to watch. J remem- 
ber perfectly eccing the first Nord- 
doutacher Lioyd steamer coming in. 
think she was either the Bayern or the 
Naehxen, and sho was steadily followed 
year hy year by more and more ships; 
and how keen British people were to 
trave) by them and pour money into Ger- 
man hands , 

Then in due course came ‘' The Mailed 
Fist,” Prince Henry of Prussia,” in 
the remarkable old Deutschland ; the Ger- 
man Navy going uhead steadily until, in 
1914, it Was an open question whether or 
not they were atronger than our China 
Bleot at that tima Their at one timo 
G in G., Admiral Tirpitz, was always 
a grumpy old. gentleman, and 1 don’t 
suppose bis temper is any better at the pre- 
sont time. I met his son, when inspect 
ing the German officers’ prison camp ab 
Daffryn Aled, in Wales, and we had some 
conversations about, Hongkong and people 
we both know, for he Borved Bofne 
tine in the German China Squadron. 

During the period of German oxpan- 
sion, we expanded also by uiring tho 
now territory. It entailed: slight military 

erations, during which our transport 
larrangements were somewhat strained. 
A friend of mine Juckily put a large 
piece of plumenke into his pocket when 
starting; it was al) ho had for 24 hours, 

Then one remembers the Boxer trouble, 
and the Germans coming out after it 
was all over and illing poor Chinese 
villagors just to blood their men. 1 re 
collect secing Count Waldersce embark- 
ing from the Murray Pier, surrounded 
by brilliantly uniformed officers of all 
pationalities. _ We socmed to have a 
League of Nations then. Lut us hope that 
the next Loogue of Nations, if we have 
one, will not break up as badly as the 
one of 1900 has done. : 

Defence.—The Colony was very indif- 
ferent on the question of local defence. 
One or tivo Volunteer Corps came into 
being, und died of inanition owing to lack 
of support in the ‘eighties and ‘nineties. 

ho activity and: efficiency of the pre- 
sont Corps is indeed’ a happy change from 
the pomnolent old order that prevailed 
in my ly days.

Parliamentary Association (United King- 
dom branch) was held at the Royal Court,’ 


'| Houses of Parliament, under the presi- 


dency of the 
M.P.). a 

The Speaker said the first delegation 
took place in 1911, when representatives 
of the Dominion Parliaments, practically’ 
under the auspices of that association, 


visited this country at the time of the 
Coronation of his Majesty. It waa really, 
on the occasion of their visit that that 
association was constituted on the lines 
oa now pursued. The next delegation was 
one from Great Britain to the Overseas 
Dominions, when Lord Wortley and others 
were very wirmly and hospitably received 
in the Colonies. They entered into inti- 
mate relations with a considerable number 
of Overseas Parliamentary members, and 
the visit which took place in 1913 was 
productive of much mutual benefit. 1 

1916 they had a visit to Grent Britain of 


a large number of delegates from the 
Dominion Parliaments, They had an 
opportunity of visiting the Fleet and the 
front and of inspecting the various muni- 
tion factories in this country. 

Tt was now proposed, and he thought 
vory wisely, that another visit should 
take place next year hy overseas repre- 
sentatives, There would be a great num: 
ber of problems agitating the minds of 
statesmen, in which the assistance an 
advice of members of the Overseas Domin- 
jons would be invaluable, They would bo 
able to give us the benefit of their views, 
and we should be brought into close con- 
tact with them, and be the better able to 
battle with the difficult questions that 
would arise. 

Doating with the work 
tion, the Speaker said ul ecutive com. 
mitteo had decided that it was desirablo 
in the immediate future to start an inter- 
Parliamentary journal, which should con- 
tain information valuable to Great Bri- 
tain as to what was going on in the Over- 
seas Dominions and for the Overseas 
Dominions would contain information of 
what, was oing on in Great Britain, 
which would be equally valuable to them. 
He thought the mere statement of this 
proposal was sufficient to commend it to 
them.

A-INDUSTRIAL RETROSPECT. , 


Sir Arthur Steel-Maitlend, MLP., of 
the Department of Overseas Trade, de- 
livered a lecture under the nuspices of the 
industria] Reconstruction Council, at the | 
Saddlers’ Hall, Cheapside, the title of 
which was “A ‘Retrospect from 1970.” 


Lord Burnham presided, and oxtended 
a welcome to the Commission Inter- 
nationale de Ravitaillement. 


Bir Arthur Btecl-Maitland's lecture was 
a survey of ovents that prevailed in Gt: 
Britain at the outbreak of war. Refer- 
ring to the title, he explained that it was 
pupposed to have becn written half a 
century hence. it dealt with housing 
conditions, and pointed to rows of 
dwellings in large towns '' inoredikly dult 
and soul-destroying,” a8 well ax to un- 
healthy villages. Reference wae made to 
the distribution of cheap electric power as 
a "novel phenomenon,” to 70 per cont. 
of the heat value of the coal consumed 
going up the chimney, to the waste in 
consequence of valuuble by-products, ond 
to the reaukt in dirt and diseaac. Indus- 
trial conditiung also came within the scope 
of the survey. Thy conduct, of industry, 
it was stated, was passing more and more 
from the hands of the private owner or 
firm to the larger limited company, and 
the jealousy of an employe for the ri- 
vate awnor, whom he knew, was less tl 
for 2 company, with whom personal re- 
Intions were lesg intimate, and that 
though the conditions of wages and cm- 
ployment in the latter case were usually 
bettered. In the England of the thirties, 
a workman of intolligeneo and force car- 
ried in bis knapsack the baton of the 
marshal of the industrial army.
